named Scott, in Jackaon county. Both 
she 
and Vitto 
were 
indicted, 


the woman being charged with bigamy 
and the man with perjury. Tbe woman 
pleaded guilty to bigamy a few days 
ago and had been sentenced, to one 
year 
in the penitentiary, 
Vittio 


declared he was innocent and was hav- 
ing his trial this morning. 


Among the attorneys at the court 


house was Attorney Duncan Living- 
stone. He was passing out of the court 
room when the name McOameron at- 
tracted his attention. Mr. Livingstone 
is interested in anything Scotch. 
As 


he listened to the testimony, it devel- 
oped that the McOameron woman had 
been married to Scott, her first hus- 
band, while she was - under 
fourteen 


years of age and had only lived with 
him a few weeks. 
There flashed into 


Mr. Livingstone's mind the memory of 
a case somewhat similar to this. He 
at once looked it up and found the case 
in the Twentieth Ohio Reports, page 
1. It was thai; of John H. Shafer vs. 
the State of Ohio and the court had 
held in relation to marriages in this 
state, contracted by male persons under 
the age of eighteen and female persons 
under fourteen, unless confirmed by 
cohabitation after arriving at those 
ag'es.'tespectively, that such a mar- 
riage not thus confirmed does not sub- 
ject a party to punishment for bigamy 
for contracting a subsequent marriage, 
while the first husband or wife is still 
living. 


Mr. Livingstone at once called the 


attention of Mr. -McCulloch, the at- 
torney foV the defense, to the statute, 
he not bemg interested in the case. 
The decision was submitted to the 
court, who at once ordered both Vittio 
and the woman he had made his wife 
discharged 
from custody and their 


cases dismissed. 
Mr. Livingstone's 


memory had saved the couple from a 
term in the penitentiary. 


A plea of guilty was entered by 


Heury Welch, indicted for assault with 
intent to kill, and he was sentenced to 
pay a fine of ?5 an + costs. 


Ohas. McDonald, also charged with 


assault with intent to kill, entered a 
plea of guilty and was sentenced to pay 
$10 and costs.

against him by a Nancy O. Vangorder, 
is at last free, the charge having been 
withdrawn 
at plaintiff's cost. Joe
